WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  water  during  the  year  was 
226,675  gallons,  which  is  equivalent  to  40.63  gallons  per  head  per 
day.  This  includes  water  supplied  to  the  Darley  Moor  Displaced 
persons  Camp,  converted  camp  buildings  now  used  for  temporary 
housing  purposes,  farm  premises  and  for  domestic  purposes  in  the 
district. 

The  consumption  of  water  has  increased  and  this  is  probably 
due  to  the  construction  and  occupation  of  new  houses,  together 
with  the  installation  of  modern  sanitary  appliances,  washing 
machines  etc. 

The  3"  water  main  in  the  Derby  Road  area  has  been  extended  in 
order  to  supply  water  for  the  Roadmeadow  Estate  development. 

Three  inch  and-  four  inch  water  mains  have  also  been  laid  on  the  Park 
Land  Housing  Extension;  the  total  length  involved  was  1700  lineal 
yards. 

Water  is  obtained  from  the  same  source  as  in  previous  years. 

The  result  of  chemical  analysis  and  bacteriological  examination  has 
shown  the  water  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

The  whole  of  the  supply  of  water  is  softened  by  the  Base 
Exchange  process. 

Rainfall  recorded  during  the  year  was  33.84  inches,  as  compared 
with  27.86  inches  for  the  previous  year, 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

No  additions  or  extensions  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  during  the  year. 

The  average  daily  engine  hours  pumping  at  the  works  during  the 
year  was  16.47  hours,  and  the  average  quantity  of  sewage  pumped  and 
treated  per  day  was  273,128  gallons. 

The  result  of  a chemical  analysis  carried  out  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  proved  the  effluent  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (CONT.  ) 


The  Derby  Road  sewer  extension  was  completed  early  in  the 
year  and  twenty-four  existing  houses  were  subsequently  connected 
to  this  sewer. 


LEGISLATION. 

No  Local  Acts;  Special  Orders;  Adoption  Acts  or  Byelaws

HOUSING. 

Continued  progress  has  been  made  in  the  erection  of  houses  on 
the  Council5  s Park  Land  Estate.  Thirty-four  three  bedroom  type 
houses  have  been  erected  during  the  year  on  the  Council5 s Park 
Land  Housing  Estate,  and  six  new  houses  have  been  completed  and 
occupied  during  that  period  by  private  enterprise. 


The  Council  have  receive  an  allocation  from  the  Ministry  of 
Health  to  erect  fifty  houses  during  the  ensuing  year.  Forty 
houses  have  been  brought  forward  from  the  1950  allocation,  bringing 
the  proposed  housing  programme  for  1951  to  ninety  houses*  sixty- 
six  of  which  will  be  three-bedroom  type  dwellings,  and  six  blocks  of 
24  Double-dwellings  of  two-bedroom  type.  The, Council  have  entered 

into  Contracts  for  the  construction  of  Roach  and  Sewers  on  the  Park 
Land  Housing  Extension  and  for  the  erection  of  these  ninety 
houses. 

The  Council  continue  to  allocate  houses  on  a points  s-cheme 
basis.  Applications  are-  classified  into  three  groups  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  400  applicants  on  the  waiting  list. 

Four  licences  for  the  erection  of  new  houses  have  been  issued 
during  the  year. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 


Two  slaughterhouses  continue  to  be  used  by  the.  Ministry  of 
Food  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  required  in  Ashbourne  and  District. 


Carcases  are  regularly  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  condemnation  notes  issued  for  meat  found  to  be  of  unsatisfactory 
quality  for  human  consumption.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 

The  Ministry  of  Health  approved  the  raising  of  a loan  in  order 
that  the  Council  could  proceed  with  the  carrying  out  of  a Scheme 
for  Flood  Alleviation.  This  Scheme  has  now  been  completed  and  has 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Council  continue  to  collect  house  refuse  weekly  from  all 
properties  in  the  District  and  this  is  disposed  of  in  a Meldrum 
Refuse  Destructor. 

House  refuse  is  sorted  for  materials  such  as  tins,  rags,  bones, 
bottles  and  rubber,  which  is  still  required  for  salvage.  Tins  are 
baled  in  a hydraulic  press. 


The  salvage  of  waste  paper  has  been  resumed  during  the  year 
'and  there  is  a con-tinual  demand  for  this  type  of  salvage. 


DAIRIES,  COW-SHEDS  AND  MILK-SHOPS . 

There  are  thirteen  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  and  eighteen 
Wholesale  Traders  on  the> -register.  Inspections  have  been  regularly 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  notices  served  where 
necessary  to  cleanse  premises. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  received  various  notices  from 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  in  connection  with  Factories, 
Bakehouses  etc.  Complaints  have  been  investigated  and  necessary 
notices  served.  Lists  of  outv/orkers  have  been  submitted  in 
February  and  August,  as  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1937.
